BAD RIDING AT HARLEM. 



The Harlem racing yesterday was full of sur- 
prises and complaints. The biggest surprise 
and most screams came through the Sunburst 
race. There was some reason for them. Cay- 
wood rode an awfu’ race on him. It was almost 
as bad as that of Narvaez on Lorrania in the 
second race. 

Then Paul Griggs forgot to sulk and won the 
third. Ruskin’s defeat in the closing event put 
the public into the doldrums. 

Narvaez and Lorrania performed in the sec- 
ond race, a three-quarter selling affair. Dan 
Lamasney’s filly was the natural favorite and 
on form seemed like a certainty. Narvaez got 
her away third but she fell steadily back and 
landed ninth. Narvaez was sharply disciplined 
in a verbal way by the judges. 

Santa Cruz won the race in a staggering finish 
from Helen Wren. 

Paul Griggs’ sudden awakening came in the 
third race. Tommy Burns was up and the gray 
colt was backed consistently. He was away 
^well on his stride and going to the front on the 
■first turn led throughout and beat Boanerges, 
the favorife, half a length. It was reported 
that Paul Griggs had worked a mile around 
1 :41. He raced in 1 :40i, and ran without the 
blinkers he wore in his previous race. 

Sunburst was the 2 to 1 favorite for the fifth 
race. He got off second, was taken the long 
route and ran a vile and sluggish race. Cay- 
wood rode Sunburst as badly as he seemed to 
run. Sunburst was a bad fifth, Ace winning in 
a gallop. 

Ruskin looked like another certainty in the 
closing event. Ho was an 8 to 5 favorite. He was 
the best and with clear sailing could not have 
lost. But just as the barrier rose, Murat crossed 
Ruskin, causing Burns to pull up. The colt 
bumped his way through after that and was 
beaten only a neck by Wiggins, a well backed 
20 to 1 chance. 

Udah was a 4 to 5 favorite for the first but fell 
before the good-looking Coronatus. 

Timemaker was in a soft spot and won his 
event in a gallop. 

To-day the following horses will be sold in the 
Harlem paddock: Harry McCouch, St. Ray- 
mond, Tin Cup, Gov. Saussenthaler and Forbush. 

It is said on good authority that Windsor is 
about to be declared an outlaw track, and va- 
rious stables have been warned to move at once.
